Library Dinner. 

According to the almanac of the 
Mkine coast village, “Spring be¬ 
gins the first Monday in March. 
It is always the reign of the mud 
wftgon. Snow remains only in far 
scattered brown patches on bleak 
hillsides. , 

Here, wliere “Winter lingers in 
the lap of Spring” till Summer act¬ 
ually pushes him out, the chroni¬ 
cle is different. But Town Meet¬ 
ing is no less an event. That in¬ 
stitution, sacred to New England, 
which rebukes extravagance and 
corruption in high places, which 
denounces roads, and fights over 
road bills, which pulls down and 
sets up school committees, which 
wrangles over taxes, which gath¬ 
ers the dwellers in back districts 
iri massed resistance to new-fan¬ 
gled village notions, which pats 
with one hand and spanks with 
the other,—the spanking hand 
having always the most to do,— 
that institution where all men 
meet, free and equal, to set things 
right—or wrong—generally;, is a 
stirring occasion. 

It remained-for Bethel women— 
and when were Bethel women not 
progressive—to give to its particu¬ 
lar Town Meeting a distinctive 
feature. The pioneers in serving 
dinners on Town Meeting Day en¬ 
tered into the movement with 
some doubts as to how the innova¬ 
tion would be received. They were 
wise in their day 7 and generation 
and knew that if anything would 
ensure them a foothold ou a mas* 
culine conclave, it would be that 
they 7 came with a good dinner. 
Armed with that piece de resist¬ 
ance they 7 meekly set up their 
stoves and their tables. 

If there lurked in gentle breasts 
any secret feeliugs that the'pres¬ 
ence of the sex constitutionally op¬ 
posed to bloodshed might possibly, 
on some tumultuous occasions, re* 
strain heated passions and exert a 
softening and salutary 7 influence, 
they were wise enough to mask 
these sentiments and apply 7 them¬ 
selves assiduously to their kettles 
aud dishes, as women properly 
should do. 

The experiment has worked ad¬ 
mirably 7 and the conservative, and 
possibly stoical, glances with 
Which the workers were at first 
greeted, have changed to broad 
smiles of approval. The Library 
Dinner, though not appearing In 
the Warrant, has become an estab* 
listed, and we trust a pleasant,

No Differences now. Says John B. 

Gordon. 

[The following is published by re¬ 
quest of one of the veterans who was 
on the grounds at the time referred to. 
Another article will follow next week.] 

Gen John B. Gordon, one of the 
most illustrious Generals of the 
Confederate army, found himself 
snow-bound in this city Monday 
evening, and at once drove to the 
house of Col. O. V. Tracy, whose 
guest he was until noon, when he 
left for Owego, where he lectured. 

Among the Confederacy Gordon 
ranked second only to General Lee. 
During the Civil war he was eight 
times wounded, and to-day carries 
scars ou his face, one of which he 
received at the battle of Antietam. 
“I was nursed back to life by my 
faithful wife,” said the General. 
“She followed me through the war, 
and at Antietam I was carried off 
the field for dead with five bullet 
wounds in- me. It was her devo¬ 
tion which saved me.” 

General Gordon at the beginning 
of the Civil war was practicing 
law. He enlisted aud served he¬ 
roically to the end, becoming in 
succession captain, major, lieuten-. 
ant colonel, colonel, brigadier gen¬ 
eral, major general and lieutenant 
general in command of one wing 
of the army of Virginia. After the 
war he settled in Atlanta. He 
was a member of the National 
Union convention which met at 
Philadelphia, and a delegate at 
large in the National Democratic 
convention which met at Baltimore 
in 1872, where he opposed the nom¬ 
ination of Horace Greeley. I11 
1873 he was elected United States | 
Senator, and in 1879 was re-elected. 
In 1886 he was elected Governor of 
Goorgia, and re-elected in 1S88. 
In 1390 he was again elected United 
States Senator. His service in the 
United Slates Senate was brilliant. 
There is no man who is more re¬ 
spected in the South than he- He 
is and has been commander-in- 
chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans, the G- A. E. of the South, 
When General Gordon was seen 
by a Herald reporter at the home 
of Col. O. V. Tracy in James street, 
he Said; “This wintry weather is 
in marked contrast to Where I 
have just been. I am spending 
iiiv Winters'in my new home in 
Dado county, in the southern end 
of Florida. There to-day flowers 
are in bloom and gardens are fra¬ 
grant. It is a pleasure to meet 
Colonel Tracy. It is a rare treat to 
meet those whom you have enter¬ 
tained in other ways and in other 
days. It was my fortune at the 
Battle of the Wilderness on’ the 
second day of the fight, to get the 
best of some of the men from this 
section. Some of them had to ac¬ 
cept Southern hospitality, and now 
they are paying me back, Only 
there is this difference, they were 
anxious to get away, while 1 am 
certainly in no hurry to get away 
from Syracuse. 

“It is an Interesting subject to 
recall the events of that day, The 
conditions under which we fought 
were Indescribable, It was In the 
woods, the route marked by nar¬ 
row paths. It seemed to be my 
fortune to moot the Sixth corps 
more than any other part of the 
Northern army. It gave me some 
severe knocks, and I guess I gave 
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it some. In that Sixth corps were 
many of Colonel Tracy’s crowd, 
some of whom stayed with us fora 
time.” 

“The fight in the WTldemess was 
beyond description,” said Colonel 
Tracy. “We lost from twenty to 
thirty prisoners, besides a number 
who were killed. Among those 
captured on that day were Gener- 
al S haler, Co], Ja mes M. Gore, For-
